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AWARDS  AND  HONORS 

John  Irish  (Department  of  Otolaryngology)  recently 
received  the  annual  Academy  of  Otolaryngology  - 
Head  and  Neck  Surgery  Research  Training  Award  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  His 
research  project  is  entitled  "Epidermal  Growth  Factor: 
Receptor  and  Ligand  Interaction”. 

John  Provan  (Associate  Dean,  Postgraduate  Medical 
Education)  has  been  awarded  the  first  "Award  for 
Outstanding  Contributions  to  Canadian  Undergraduate 
Surgical  Education"  of  the  Association  of  Canadian 
Chairs  of  Departments  of  Surgery. 

Willy  Wong,  a  Ph.D.  student  in  the  Institute  of 
Biomedical  Engineering,  was  awarded  first  prize  of 
$500  for  a  student  presentation  by  the  Canadian 
Acoustical  Association.  Willy’s  paper,  delivered 
October  7  at  the  Association's  annual  meeting,  was 
entitled  "Frequency  and  the  Sensation  of  Sounds." 

Darrin  Bast  and  Gihane  Wasfy,  both  first-year  gradu¬ 
ate  students  in  the  Department  of  Microbiology,  have 
each  received  a  Searle  Microbiology  Scholarship. 
Under  the  supervision  of  Linda  Penn  (Department  of 
Microbiology),  Gihane  Wasfy  will  study  two  onco¬ 
genes,  cellular  myc  and  bcl-2,  in  order  to  isolate 
genes  that  are  similar  to  bcl-2,  which  has  been  direct¬ 
ly  linked  to  the  cause  of  cancer.  Darrin  Bast,  under 
the  supervision  of  Jim  Brunton  (Department  of  Micro¬ 
biology)  will  examine  verotoxin,  which  has  been 
linked  to  kidney  failure  in  children  and  the  elderly. 
Searle  Canada  Inc.  established  the  scholarship  in 
1992  to  help  fund  basic  scientific  research  in  micro¬ 
biology  and  infectious  diseases. 

1993-94  PROMOTIONS  COMMITTEE 
Michael  Sefton  (Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and 
Engineering)  has  been  named  the  Provostial  Assessor 
to  our  Faculty's  1993-94  Promotions  Committee.  In 
addition,  David  Coburn  (Department  of  Behavioural 
Science)  has  stepped  down  from  the  Committee  and 
he  has  been  replaced  by  Irv  Rootman  (Department  of 
Preventive  Medicine  and  Biostatistics). 

Cl  MS  MATCH 

In  1993,  after  the  initial  CIMS  (Canadian  Intern 
Matching  Service)  match  for  the  first  year  of  post¬ 
graduate  training  (PGY1 ),  96  fourth-year  students 
remained  unmatched  with  65  unfilled  PGY1  positions. 
(Nineteen  of  these  were  University  of  Toronto  stu¬ 
dents.)  Many  of  the  unfilled  PGY1  positions  were  in 
specialties  such  as  Anesthesia  and  Laboratory  Medi¬ 
cine  which  were  filled  traditionally  by  general  practi¬ 
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tioners  returning  to  training  after  several  year’s  prac¬ 
tice  for  several  years  following  completion  of  a  rotat¬ 
ing  internship.  A  second  CIMS  match  was  held,  after 
which  only  five  fourth-year  students,  one  of  whom 
was  a  University  of  Toronto  student,  remained 
unmatched. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Canadian 
Medical  Colleges  (ACMC)  in  Newfoundland,  a  fore¬ 
cast  of  the  1994  CIMS  PGY1  match  was  presented. 

As  of  October,  there  are  1349  final-year  medical 
students  of  Canadian  Faculties  of  Medicine  in  the 
CIMS  1994  PGY1  match.  The  projected  number  of 
1994-95  PGY1  positions  available  in  Canada  is  only 
1283,  or  66  fewer  slots  than  applicants.  (In  Ontario 
Faculties  of  Medicine,  there  are  588  final-year  medical 
students  in  the  match  and  603  PGY1  positions.) 
However,  there  are  about  17  Canadian  National 
Defense-funded  medical  students  who  will  not  require 
provincially  funded  PGY1  slots.  In  addition,  some 
Canadian  graduates  go  to  the  U.S.  and  43  of  the 
Canadian  CIMS  graduates  are  from  francophone 
medical  faculties.  The  francophone  medical  faculties 
do  not  participate  in  CIMS  and  it  is  not  clear  how 
many  of  these  43  applicants  will  choose  to  accept  a 
CIMS  position.  The  data  indicate  that  once  again 
there  will  be  difficulty  guaranteeing  that  each  1994 
Canadian  graduate  will  be  offered  a  PGY1  position. 
At  the  meeting,  the  Deans  of  Canadian  Faculties  of 
Medicine  agreed  to  restrict  the  first  round  of  the 
CIMS  match  to  graduates  of  Canadian  medical 
schools  who  have  had  no  previous  post-M.D.  clinical 
training.  Of  interest,  data  were  also  presented  that 
indicated  that  more  1994  final-year  medical  students 
have  applied  to  previously  "unpopular"  specialties, 
such  as  Anesthesia,  Laboratory  Medicine  and 
Community  Medicina 

ACMC  YOUNG  EDUCATOR’S  AWARD 
The  Association  of  Canadian  Medical  Colleges 
(ACMC)  has  established  two  annual  awards,  the 
Young  Investigators  Award,  of  $500.00  each,  direct¬ 
ed  to  individuals  who  have  made  a  major  contribution 
to  either  undergraduate  or  postgraduate  medical 
education  in  Canada.  Through  their  vision,  work,  and 
interaction  with  colleagues,  these  individuals  have 
produced  change  within  their  university  or  within  the 
medical  community  as  a  whole.  The  award  is  open  to 
candidates  with  M.D.  or  Ph.D.  degrees  who  are 
within  their  first  seven  years  as  a  faculty  member. 
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The  Dean  of  each  medical  faculty  in  Canada  may 
make  up  to  three  nominations  for  these  awards.  The 
winners  will  be  awarded  at  the  ACMC  annual  meet¬ 
ing.  Please  forward  nominations  for  this  award  to
